Defence May Be Cut in Two 


The thrust to Cherbourg docks, 

made by forward elements, would 
indicate, states the P.A., that the 
German defence has been cut in 
two. The main commercial dock 
section is on the eastern side of the 
port. while on its left is the city 
area. Which is ringed on its west 
by the arsenal and naval docks. 
‘The assault on the city is now in 
its fifth day 

The town has been evacuated of 
its civilian population, . 

Some Germans are holding out 
in the Cherbourg arsenal, the sea- 
plane base and the military port. 

(mong the points of resistance 
b -passed are Maupertus (where 
there IS a badly battered airfield), 
the little village of Garneville, to 
the east; parts of the suburb of 
Octeville. and the two forts of De 
Roule and Le Tot. The village of 
Hardinvast, four miles to the south 
of Cherbourg, is still holding out, 
and will have to be cleared later,

In order to seize the port, the 
Americans are pushing on regard- 
less of resistance on their flanks, 
and are leaving many strong- 
points to be dealt with by forma- 
tions coming in later. 

Over 3,000 prisoners have been

taken in the past 24 hours in the 
Cherbourg area, bringing the total 
number of prisoners taken since the 
landings up to 20,000, it was stated 
ofhcially last night. 

Only snipers’ fire hindered the 
troops advancing into the city itself, 
States Reuter’s special ¢orrespon- 
dent. Field Headquarters said that 

no offensive action and no move- 
ment of enemy personnel or 
material had taken place during the 
past 24 hours, and demolitions were 
observed within the city.”

Americans Mopping Up 
In Smoking City. 


HERBOURG is a rubble-filled, 

smoking battlefield, over which 
rolls the thunder of crashing artil- 
lery shells and the sharp rattle of 
machine-guns as Allied soldiers 
move from house to house clean- 
ing. up the last attempts. at resist- 
ance, Don Whitehead, Associated 
Press correspondent, cabled yester- 
dav evening. 

At this time, he says. we cannot 
say exactly whether Cherbourg. is 
entirely ours. but American troops, 
who stormed up the Cotentin Penin- 
sula to fight their way into the city 
late yesterday (Sunday), have vir- 
tual control.

William Stringer, Reuter’s Special

States forces in Cherbourg, cabled 
yesterday evening: “ Cherbourg was 
battle-scarred and smoking from 
night-long fires when the American 
troops entered in force to-day (Sun- 
day), after more than 24 hours’ 
fighting in the suburbs, which ter- 
inated their four-day drive.

“British troops are now only a 
mile from another of the main 
highways leading south-west out of 
Caen,” said an American broad- 
caster. “ This road, which leads to 
the base of the Cherbourg Peninsula, 
is now under shell-fire, and the 
cutting of the highway would leave 
the Germans with only three of the 
six mzin roads into the city.

Vitebsk was the most strongly- 
fortified German buttress on the 
Eastern front.

A SPRINGBOARD 


The White Russia salient was the 
one springboard from which the 
German Command could conceiv- 
ably launch an effective counterblow 
against the heart of Russia. 

The Army, by its advance 
north of Lake Onega and the cap- 
ture of Povenetz, has freed the 
whole length of the Stalin Canal 
joining the White Sea and the Baltic. 
one of the most vital waterways of 
northetn Russia and the only link 
between Soviet shipping in the two 
seas. 

The Red armies on the central 
White Russian front are pressing 
rapidly on towards the Lithuanian 
border through the natural gateway 
to Lithuania—the gap between the 
Dvina and Upper Dnieper rivers. 
They have already carved their way 
through a good 30 miles of the 
dense fortifications of this area, an 
area thought to be impregnable.

Nephew of King 
George Captured- 


The following statement was 
issued from Harewood House last 
night : — ° 

“Lord Harewood has had offi- 
cial intimation that I[geutenant 
Viscount Lascelles - is reported 
wounded and missing and believed 
to be a prisone- of war.” 

Lord Lascelles is a nephew of 
King George and elder son and 
heir to Lord Harewood. He is the 
first of the grand-children of King 
George V and Queen Mary to come 
of age. His mother is the Princess 
Royal. 

The German radio claimed last 
night that Viscount Lascelles had 
been captured on the Italian front. 
The announcement stated:— 
“The enemy has built on both 
sides of Lake Trasimene a focal 
point from where he intends to 
thrust with concentrated forces at 
the Arezzo cross-road. Here are 
the enemy’s élite troops, mainly 
infantry, tanks and _~— artillery, 
among them the British 6th Tank 
Division, from which we captured 
Lieutenant Viscount Lascelles, a 
nephew of the King of England, 
some days ago.” 

Lord Lascelles is 21. Before 
joining the British Army he 
worked at the Harrogate headquar- 
ters of the West Riding War Agri- 
cultural Committee.—(Reuter.)

RAILWAYS CUT 


The Russian communiqué at mid- 
night announced the capture of the 
large. railway centre at Talochin 
and the railway junction of 
Bobensk, described as an important 
centre of resistance in the Bobruisk 
sector.. The taking of Bobensk cuts 
the Orsha-Borisov Railway, and 
forms the southern claw of the 


The railway line from Orsha to 
Lepel and the line to Obol have also 
been cut. The Orsha-Lepel rail- 
way line runs north-west from 
Orsha towards the 1921 Polish bor- 
der, and the Orsha-Borisov line 
south-west to Minsk. Obol is about 
40 miles north-west of Vitebsk and 
about two-thirds of the way to 
Polotsk. 


GERMAN STATEMENT

Central Bank 
Report 


The report of the Central Bank 

for the year ended “last March 
States that the legal tender note- 
issue fluctuated between £23,063,960 
and £28,910,794 during the year. 
There was a marked expansion in 
the circulation of these notes since 
1939, when the figure was 
£10,087,431. 
_ It appears that persons coming 
into this country during the year 
from Britain were in possession of 
over £6,000,000. 

The total monetary circulation 
last March was £35,354,578, com- 
pared with £17,305,026 in August, 
1939. Current deposit and other 
accounts stand at £177,146,063, 
compared with £114,377,980 in 
September, 1939. Note and coin 
increases since 1939 have averaged 
104 p.c. and deposits 55 p.c., whilst 
bank debits at £926.539,000 repre- 
sent an increase of 22 p.c. 

The opinion is expressed by the 
Board that the large increase in note 
circulation is offset te an appreciable 
extent by a diminution in the 
velocity of circulation, and that, in 
particular, substantial quantities of 
notes are being hoarded in rural 
areas as a means of conserving 
Savings. It is advised that these 
notes should be transferred to the 
banks or the Post Office.

O'Neill’s view—and indeed, in 
the view of most Irishmen 
who think at all about their 
country’s future—by far the 
most important problem that 
confronts the country is the 
decline in the rural population. 
Ireland has had a native Govern- 
ment now for more than twenty 
years. After centuries of struggle, 
the land definitely is the property 
of the people; yet, in spite of 
such efforts as have been made 
by our Governments since 1922, 
the population of the country 
districts has continued to fall—so 
much so, indeed, that hundreds 
of primary teachers are 
unemployed. For the moment, 
emigration has been stopped, 
although large numbers of our 
people have gone cross the 
Channel for temporary work; but, 
when the war is over, Mr. 
O’Neill fears that the permanent 
drain of young men and women 
will be resumed, and that, on the 
‘analogy of pre-war experience, 


every new generation in rural 
Ireland will leave the country. 
w can this loss of our national 
life’s- blood be staunched? The 
Irish are a prolific race. In the 


the rule rather than the exception, 
but 75 per cent. of our farmers 
own less than 50 acres, while 
more than half of them have less 
than 30 acres. In these circum- 
stances it is obvious that only 
one son can inherit his father’s 
holding. The other children 
must seek subsistence somewhere 
else. Mr. O'Neill suggests that a 
further measure of land division 
may do something to ease the 
problem for a time; but there 
always is likely to be a large 
surplus of rural population, and 
it is for the maintenance of this 
surplus that national planning 
ought to cater before it caters for 
anything else. After the war, the 
Irish farmer will be faced with 
terrific competition. in his only 
foreign market. According to 
Mr. O'Neill, the Russians, with 
their highly organised system of 
collective farming, will be anxious 
to sell their - luce in England, 
in order to pay for the machinery 
that they will require. Further- 
more, the English themselves, 
under the stress of war condi- 
tions, have mechanised and 
corporated their own agricultural 
system during the past few years; 
and while, working on the basis 
of a one-man farm, Irish agri- 
culture may be able to satisfy the 
home market, it will have no 
hope abroad unless it follows the 
example of other countries, and 
institutes a system of corporate 
buying, farming, processing and 
selling. 

Mr. O'Neill cites the astonish- 
ing example of Denmark, a 
country with less than two-thirds 
of Eire’s area. Half Denmark's 
farmers have holdings of less 
than 30 acres. Seventy per cent. 
of them have less than 50 acres, 
and fewer than 10 per cent. of 
them have farms exceeding 100 
acres. The Danes, therefore, are 
a nation of small farmers, with 
substantially poorer land than 
Ireland’s, with no industrial power 
or mineral resources, with a far 
less favourable climate, and with 
an educational system under 
which more than 80 per cent. of 
the farmers’ sons never attend 
anything except primary schools. 
In spite of these disadvantages, 
the Danes have managed to build 
up, on farming alone, an indus- 
trial system which keeps the 
surplus rural population at home, 
and gives it one of the highest 
living standards in the world. 
Nearly every Danish farm has 
electricity, not only at home, but 
also in its out-offices. Telephones 
and radio sets are almost 
universal. Largé numbers of farm 
houses have central heating and 
bath installations of the most 
modern kind. The result is that 
life in rural Denmark combines 
most of the advantages of urban 
civilisation with the natural 
attractions of the -countryside; 
and, as the farmers’ sons and 
daughters can find congenial and 
well-paid work in the country- 
side, they have little or no tempta- 
tion either to emigrate or to 
swarm, as they swarm in Ireland, 
to the nearest towns. Some of 
the figures given by Mr. O'Neill 
are startling. The gross receipts 
to an acre of the average Danish 
farmer are more than three times 
greater than those of the Na 
man; he also pays more than 
twice as much, to an acre, for his 
labour. The average family re- 
muneration is twice as much in 
Denmark as it is in Ireland; and, 
the Danes’ export, per capita, Is 
three times that of Ireland. 
Furthermore, their internal turn- 
over, as awell as their employment, 
is more than double that of this

True, those of us who 
have sharp eye-sight (eye-sight, 
of all sights!) and those few 
of us who have examined 
certain work in Santa Cecilia “in 
Rome may mutter ‘ Pietro Cavalli’ 
as we peer at the fabric’s time- 
rashed skin—but the suggestion that 
these embarrassing ruined - scrawls 
are, in their resent state... 
anyone's ' finest frescoes’ cannot be 
regarded as anything but the most 
pitiful and fatuous posturing. And, 
forsooth ...Cimabue! Of all... 
''people'. O, let me cry, O vana- 
soci dell’ umane posse, com’ poco 
verde in su la cima dura, se non 
é giunta dall’ etati grosse!

But, even making the 
most of the remaining evidence, 
why father any of these twenty- 
eight scenes on 
posing for a moment that we admit 
the existence of such an artist. There 
is no documentary evidence to 
connect ‘him’ with Assisi. Nose 
whatever, And furthermore, there 
is such stylistic conflict between 
these twenty-eight scenes that it is 
incredible that they should have 
been painted by the one hand. 
Four of the scenes, painted with 
greater elegance than the other, bear 
vestigial hints that might entitle us 
to Conneet them with the ‘St. 
Cecilia Master’ of the altar-piece 
in the Uffizi. That is all. But 
“Giotto” and “Cimabue” ! ! ! 

No, no—really, it is too much. 
Let us leave such fancies to the 
WoOlfflins, the Zimmermanns, the 
Tikkanens, the Schlossers, the van 
Marles and kindred imposters. The

** TONING-UP ” 
IRISH HOTELS 


Nearly 2,000 applications were 
received from hotel-keepers in con- 
nection with the Irish Tourist 
Board’s scheme for the registration 
and “toning-up” of hotels. After 
inspection only about 12 per cent. 
of the total number of applicants 
were turned down. 

Hotels and guest houses refused 
registration will not be allowed to 
use the name of hotel or guest 
house. 

A reader of the register will be 
able to see at a glance what any 
length of stay at a registered hotel 
will cost, and it will give also some 
idea of its amenities. Restrictions 
of electricity consumption have held 
up publication of the register. 

Next year it is hoped that the 
Board will be able to arrange the 
hotels and guest houses in grades, 
as is done in most continental 
countries, but this may be delayed 
until the following year. It is pos- 
sible that certain inspectors will be 
sent abroad after the war to gain 
experience of modern hotel man- 
agement and standards. 

The register gives to the hotel 
guest the right to question any 
over-charge.  É charged too much 
he can point to the register as a 
basis for his complaint, and, if 
necessary, the Tourist Board will 
take the matter up with the hotel. 
Over-charging may lead to the 
“hotel being taken off the register 
for the following year.
